While Germany's Losses 


Must Be Staggering In

Washington, 'May 4—British losses 


in men killed, wounded, captured and 
missing on the western front since 
the German offensive began March 
21 are estimated by the British mili- 
tary mission here at -nearly 250,000. 
The situation was summed up in this 
manner: 
Everything indicates the 


offensive will be continued almost 
immediately and that if the brunt of 
the attack is 'borne again 
by the 


British the situation will become ser- 
ious unless the British troops are sup- 
ported by sufficient reserves. 


"This estimate would appear to be 


in remarkable contrast to the enorm- 
ous -German losses in the drive. The 
German war office of course, has not 
disclosed to the world what its losses 
in the great battle have been but the 
estimates/of allied 
observers have 


placed th'e-loss of German life a stag- 
gering figure. From the very nature 
of the fighting,.military experts have 
pointed out, the losses of the attack- 
.ers were fcound to be heavier than 
those of the defenders. But in addi- 
tion to that the method of German 
attack, advancing troops in waves 
faster than machine guns could mow 
them down, must, military experts 
say, have entailed enormous losses. 


"An inkling of how serious 
the 


German losses are came some time 
ago when it was reported that the 
German military chiefs dared not dis- 
close their ^extent to the German peo- 
ple and therefore were ^sending the 
wounded to Belgium. •. Otherl:reports 
have told of railway gateways being 
choked with trains of wounded, while 
the-'dispatches of -correspondents at 
the front" have'told how the battle- 
fields were covered with gray bodies. 


"The casualties the British army 


are emphasized," the military mis- 
sion statement said, "by the German 
wireless. * * * Although figures from 
German sources would be undoubted- 
ly much exaggerated, yet it is cer- 
tain from the severity of the fighting 
and from the fact that the 
entire 


combatant forces of the British army 
have been almost continuously 
en- 


gaged that the British losses in pro- 
portion to reinforcements immediate- 
ly available must 'be very heavy. It 
is probable that one would be .approx- 
imately accurate in quoting these as 
close on a quarter of a million. 


"Everything points to the German 


offensive being continued almost im- 
mediately and should the brunt of the 
attack again have to be borne by the 
British the situation will be undoubt- 
edly serious unless sufficient troops 
are available close at hand in reserve 
to strengthen the line as required 
and bring relief to the British 
di- 


visions who have been in the line al- 
most constantly since the beginning 
of the present battle.

"Should the 
Germans' determine 


again to attack in Flanders, it is cer- 
tain' that any advance in the direction 
of the channel ports will be made at 
great cost to themselves and over the 
bodies of the British army who have

On the moming of the attack on

ferent times, for as fast as the wind 
cleared the gas away, another deluge 
of the poisonous vapor poured over 
the hill.

It may be conceded that his pon- 


tifical office imposes upon the pope 
the duty of promoting the return of 
peace with every means in his pow- 
er. 
But, giving practical considera- 


tion to the world-situation developed 
in the course of the present war. it 
may be questioned if any good can 
result from a fresh mediatory pro- 
posed by Benedict XV., such as it is 
intimated he meditates issuing about 
the middle of this month. Desirous 
aj all people are for an end of the 
destructive contest, nothing effectual 
is to be expected from any counsel 
m bringing either side to a state of 
readiness to discuss terms. This for 
the simple reason that, as the war 
has progressed, new questions have 
arisen and multiplied until they have 
merged into one predominating Is- 
sue, and that is to be settled only by 
the sword. That single issue, around 
which everv minor question revolves, 
is, shall right or might, justice or 
tyranny, prevail in the world? There 
can be no compromise. There can 
be no discussion in the ordinary 
sense. 
The settlement must be on 


the battlefield. And when it is made 
all the other questions which have 
been discussed will be decided in ths 
lieht of the finding. 
All this is so 


obvious that friends of the pope will 
hope the report he is to make another 
effort for peace has no basis in fact, 
since a negotiated peace would be in- 
conclusive and we have gone too far 
to stop short of a real settlement.

THROUGH LICKING

buihled the commerce at the Ohio 
and Mississippi valleys was being 
marketed down that river 
This re- 


sulted in political discontent between 
the East and the West, which woulci 
likely have separated the two, had 
it not been that a binding link of 
communication was established be- 
tween them. 


A congressman from Pennsylvania 


noticed this and influenced congress 
on the question which resulted in 
their passing it. 
This was aboul 


1805. 


The pike was to follow the road 


made by Braddock's arm) in 1755 
until it reached Mt. Lain el, on this 
side of the Allephenies, where it was 
to strike 
off 
westward through 


Uniontown to Brounesville on the 
Monongahela and then to Wheeling. 
It was later continued through Co- 
lumbus and Indianapolis to 
Van- 
dalia. 


The first contract was let in 1811 


at the rate of $21.25 a rod. The lo- 
cation was eighty feet. The trees in 
this eighty foot scope weie cut down 
and dragged off into the woods. 


After the stumps 
were grubbed 


out. scrapers graded up a road-bed 
thirtv feet wide, so 
that all 
the 


grades were low. 
The bridges and 


culverts were all made of cut stone 
so as to be very substantial. It was 
then macadamized with from six to 
eight inches of crushed stone It was

Amsterdam, May 4. — Emperor 


Charles of Austria has empowered 
the Austrian premier to adjourn par- 
iament and forthwith 
inaugurate 


measures to render impossible the 
resumption of its activities, a Vien- 
na dispatch says. 


A statement published in Vienna 


indicates that the closure of parlia- 
ment is due to the seriousness of the 
food situation. The statement says: 


"The government will devote its 
entire(strength to the economic prob- 
em and will try to create conditions 
required to enable the population to 
hold out.' " 


A Vienna dispatch says that the 


Austrian premier, Dr. von Seydler, 
speaking at a conference of party 
leaders, declared that the serious 
economic and food conditions made 
t imperative for the present 
gov- 


ernment to be spared parliamentary 
critics. He therefore demanded that 
:he proposed sittings of parliament 
be postponed, adding that unless the 
party leaders took this step the gov- 
ernment woulc prevent the sessions 
forcibly.

Sorghum Molasses 


On a farm in Stanton township, Mi- 
ami county, O., in 1S94, the Orbison 
Bros, began the manufacture of sor- 
ghum molasses. The business has been 
up and down; some years quite a little 
sorghum would be planted and the next 
year not so much. Jn 1917 the output 
rom their mill was JOno gallons. 


The process of manufacture is some- 
what as follows^ 
The cane is hauled 
in and piled on rails, logs, or something 
to keep it from the ground, on each 
side of a track on •which there is run a 
hand car. The cane is loaded on this 
car and run to the grinder, the motive 
power of which, is? a 300 horse power 
steam engine The cane is ground and 
pressed and then run through an en- 
silage cutter and a home niad? blower 
carries the waste out into the yard 
where it decays till tne next year, when 
it is loaded on to a manure spreader and 
distributed over th« land. 
From the press the juice is conduct- 
ed into a box and strained through 
straw: thence into a vat where it is 
measured and tested with a saceharom- 
eter. If the jijce tests 6 degrees the 
customer get? one gallon of molasses 
for each 12 gallons r>f juice 
If the 
juice tests 10 degrees the customer gets 
one gallon of molasses for each R gal- 
lons of juice. The juice from different 
lots of can varies from 6 decrees to 11 
degrees, averaging about 8 degrees. 
From the testing vat the raw juice 
is pumped -op stairs into the green bos 
and from there it is conducted into the 
first boiling box. Iron pipes are in 
this box and the boiling fs done by 
steam. The scum being- taken off the 
juice is conducted from this box into 
the finishing box, with copper pipes for 
the steam. From this box. when suf- 
ficiently boiled," 'Tire 'molasses is con- 
ducted to the coolinc- vat down stairs.

PUT UP WINTER EGOS NOW. 


(By G. E Conkey.) 


When egg prices went up last year 
till they touched the dollar-a-dozen 
mark, egg producers and egg con- 
sumers determined that next winter 
would see them prepared better. For 
eggs can easily be preserved when 
eggs are plentiful and prices are low 
and kept for the time when eggs are 
scarce and costly. 


Right now is the time to put up 


your eggs for next winter's use. for 
not only are prices favorable, but 
eggs laid during the spring months 
will keep better. Use clean eggs 
and preserve them the same day as 
gathered, it you possible can. Never 
use any egg about which there is 
any doubt as to absolute freshness. 
If you use good eg«cs and use prop- 
er care in preserving, the eggs will 
keep for a whole vear and still be 
acceptable for cooking. 


While many still cling -to the old 


method of packing eggs in salt or 
grains, preserving eggs 
in 
water 
glass is today the 
most popular 


method. Water glass is the common 
name for Sodium Silicate. 
It is a 


light colored, syrup-like liquid and 
is in no way posionous. It is sold 
by drug stores and «»»«:Hry supply 
houses. 
It costs a«M>ut 11.00 a gal- 


lon. If kept in tin, water glass re- 
tains its efficient for years, but is 
good for only one season if it is di- 
luted in water. 
To make your preserving 
fluid, 


mix one part wal?r-glass to nine 
parts water—using rain-water if you 
can gel it. 
Boil the water for half 


an hour, then cool it and mix it well 
with the water glass. While 
the 


water is boiling, yon can prepare the 
receptacles, which should be barrels, 
earthen-ware vessels, galvanized iron 
buckets or cement tanks. 
S*H» that 
they are absolute^ clean.

scalding is the txM precaution 


Now pack the ?£3S carefully and 


then cover them wit* the liquid so 


that the top egg is about one inch 
below the surface. 
Keep the con- 
tainer covered to prevent evapora- 
tion. If you notice any loss of liquid 
through evaporation, simply add wa- 
ter that has been boiled. The eggs 
must always be kept submerged, the 
whole secret of preservation being 
based on the liquid sealing the pores 
of the egg shell, thus preventing 
bacteria from developing and bring 
on decomposition. 
Keep the stored eggs in a temper- 
ature of not'more than 60 degrees, 
but guard against freezing. A cool, 
dry, dark cellar is probably the best 
place. Of course, direct rays of the 
sun should never strike the eggs. 


Preserved eggs should be rinsed 


in warm water and wiped dry before 
being offered for sale. 
For home 


use this is not necessary. When pre- 
served eggs are to be boiled, punc- 
ture the large end with a 
coarse 
needle. This will prevent cracking 
the shell due to the expansion of the 
air cell. 
Put up eggs this year and dp it 


now. 
The cost is small; the savings 


big. 
The water-glass will cost Ic 


for a dozen eggs; the vessels can be 
used over and over again. Try it 
once and you'll alwavs do it. 
Only 


be sure to use good fresh eggs from 
a healthy flock. Nothing can cure 
or perserved a bad egg.
